WASHINGTON, Q,, March 5—The
VUnited States Supreme Court to-day afl-
firmed the oplnlon of the Bupreme Court
af Boulh Carolinn’ In the cage of John
Tiroomfleld, vs, the Btate of Seuth Car-o
lina, Droomfield s a negro who resldes
in Bouth Carollna and was convieted of
murder. He alleged that he had been do-
nied the equal protection of the law un-
dor the Constitution, but that notwith-
gtandlng that four-fifths of the communi-
ty are colored, all negroes ware axcluded
fram the grand jury by which he was
Indicted,

Justice Holmas, who delivered the opin-
